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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed July 17, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that the combination of Besson and Shepherd fails to 
disclose a first designated set of transceiver slots of the TCB cabinet... a second 
designated set of transceiver slots of the TCB cabinet... backplane circuitry of the TCB 
cabinet directs combined uplink signals from the first input port pair to the first 
designated set of transceiver slots and directs combined uplink signals from the second 
input pair to the second designated set of transceiver slots. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Besson discloses a base station that contains four transceivers TRX1 to 
TRX4 and the controller SE distributes the communication connections which are 
supplied by the base station to the transceivers, by means of a combining unit K (see 
column 5, lines 7-21 ). Shepherd et al disclose that each base station may include a 
transceiver cabinet, which is connected to an autotuned combiner cabinet and an 
Antenna Near Part Cabinet, which is connected to an antenna assembly (see column 4, 
lines 60-67). The resulting combination reads on the claimed, "a first designated set of 
transceiver slots of the TCB cabinet... a second designated set of transceiver slots of 
the TCB cabinet... backplane circuitry of the TCB cabinet directs combined uplink 
signals from the first input port pair to the first designated set of transceiver slots and 
directs combined uplink signals from the second input pair to the second designated set 
of transceiver slots." 
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In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., the odd-numbered and even-numbered slots utilize separate paths of the 
backplane of the TCB cabinet...) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are 
not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993). 

The applicant makes similar arguments with respect tot eh remainder of the 
claims, however, for the same reasons outlined above, the Examiner respectfully 
disagrees.
